From a Staff Correspondent of the 


Associated Press, Grand Headquarters 
of the French army on the French 
front, April 30. — The Germans were

captured considerable 
territory, al- 


though most obstinate fighting con- 
tinued on ground strongly fortified and 
offering every advantage to the de- 
fenders. 
So serious *\as the French 


advance that at one period of the day 
the Germans were compelled to throw 
into the line another few remaining' 
divisions of their strategic reserves, 
but still could not stay the French pro- 
gress. 


The correspondent of the Associated 


Press passed Sunday night on the bat- 
tle field, observing the artillery prep- 
aration for the attack which presented 
one of the wierdest of sights. Even 
the brightly starlit sky did not permit 
one to observe the objects aimed at. 
but throughout the night dozens of 
French batteries; cleverly concealed, 
poured out a stream of shells. The 
flashes of fire when they left the muz- 
zles, looked like sparks caused by 
striking flint on ' steel, while the jur 
vibrated with the terrific cracks and 
shrieks, varying according to their cal- 
ibre, as they passed overhead. 


Meanwhile the location of the Ger- 


man and French front lines could be 
defined in consequence of the constant 
succession of flares on each side, which 
were lighted for the purpose of ob- 
serving any possible movement of the

PREVENTING RUST AND SMUTS. 


tNatloiml Crg* I mprovimeflt Sirvlee.] 


Barley is comparatively free from 


diseases and Insect enemies. It is, 
however, affected •with rust and smut, 
but not to the extent that oats are 
usually affected. Little has been done 
regarding the prevention of rust, 
but 
considerable has been done in 


the eradication of smuts. Ordinary 
smut caa be handled with the for- 
maldehyde treatment the same as 
oats, but the loose smut is hard trf 
eradicate unless the modified hot w» 
ter treatment is used. This is a dell- 
cite proposition and should be done 
carefully. Place the barley in gunny 
sacks and submerge In cold water 
from seven to twelve hoars. Remove 
and drain for one hour, then sub- 
merge for five minutes in a barrel of 
hot water, held at a constant temper- 
ature of 130 degrees Fahrenheit. The 
water ought to be thoroughly warmed 
before puttmK in the barley because 
it will cool off the water. Boiling wa- 
ter should be kept near 
at 
hand 


which can be added at intervals which 
will keep the temperature 
nearly 


constant, but should never be allowed 
to come Into direct contact with tlie 
grain as its vitality will be injured or 
destroyed. Be careful that your ther- 
mometer is correct. You ought to get 
yours tested at the crepmery or the 
cheese factory. 


After 
this 
treatment the 
grain 


should be spread upon the barn floor 
to cool before sowing. It should be 
sown tlie same day or not later than 
tho day after treatment, for if you 
don't look out it will swell and start 
to sprout and It will be hard to gat 
It through the seeder. 


In the treatment for smut, formal- 


dehyde 5s the most desirable as It is 
easiest to handle. Smut is not so very 
bad In barley this year, which is for 
tunate because If you wish to make 
a profit on a crop TOU can put it in af- 
ter all other crops are planted, except 
corn and potatoes.
